The 6AQ5 regen detector (as used in the ARRL How to Become an 
Amateur Radio operator) ran as an electron coupled detector and 
choke coupled audio amp and had 250v on the plates (probably about 
50 volts on the screen of the detector oscillator). It should work 
well at any voltage from 24vdc on the plates up to 250vde or higher. 
I tend to favor lower plate voltages on regen detectors and rarely 
go over 90 volts on a pentode and 48 volts on a triode. There is 
really no need to for headphone volume. If you want speaker volume 
then run the 250 volts on the audio. Using screen voltage control 
for oscillator feedback on the detector, make it go into oscillation 
at about 30 volts on the screen max. Higher screen voltages than 
that on the detector will tend to make it go with a harsh pop into 
oscillation. The standard by which I base this, by the way, is the 
RAL and RAK regen receivers of the Navy, which go into oscillation 
with 19vdc screen. Regen detectors usually work best (most controllably) 
at low element voltages on the ‘‘plate'' of whatever is oscillating 
(pentode screen or triode plate). If you go into oscillation too 
quickly, you will never get the full selectivity that a regen detector 
is capable of since you go way beyond that point if it pops or goes 
quickly into oscillation. If that happens, lower the screen voltage 
or decrease the feedback loop and increase the bypassing condensers 
to give easier transition into oscillation.

The '390A was supposed to be a simpler, less costly version of the 
'390, having as it does only 24 tubes compared to the '390s very 
manly count of 32. While I've never had a '390 I understand its 
selectivity is derived exclusively from a crystal filter. The '390A 
has a crystal filter to provide the narrow bandwidths of 0.1 and 1kHz 
while Collins mechanical filters provide the remaining bandwidths. 
The filters are located on the IF subchassis. 


>2. Does the 390A have a product detector? I'm guessing no, but I'm 
>surprised that the s-meter seems to work with the bfo on. 


No, no product detector although reasonable SSB reception is possible 
with a judicious hand at the RF gain control. While internal mods 
exist that improve SSB reception many of us have added an outboard 

SSB converter. The TMC CV-591A makes a particularly nice visual match 
for the '390A but other units such as the Hammarlund HC-10 work well 
too and provide more options than the '591A. 


>3. How effective is the AGC? My 390A seems to overload easily with the rf 
>gain full open, both in the CW and AM modes. I tried reducing the gain 
>adjust pot on the inside, but it didn't really help. I don't know whether 
>I've got a problem or not, at this point. 


The AGC on mine works quite well. I've never had an overloading 
problem. 


>4. What's the recommended way to clean and lubricate the gear train? 
>Everything seems to work well, now, and I want to make sure it keeps 
>working. I get cold chills thinking about having to disassemble the gear 
>drive. 


Eek! Oh, sorry. I'm not usually intimidated by things mechanical but 
the idea of doing anything serious to the '390A gear train is 
something I don't want to contemplate. I see you share my view on 
this subject. Other, braver souls will doubtless tell us how easy it 
is. 


And of course if you want to make your radio like new Mr. Rick Mish 
at Miltronix will be glad to oblige.

Actually both radios use a crystal filter! BUT, it's only in the .1 
and 1.0 kc positions! From there. things get different. The 
original 390 uses an LC type filtering arrangement while the later 
390A uses the mechanical filters. Which is better? For ultimate 
rejection the mechanical filters are probably better...But, the LC 
filters have smoother passbands and better phase characteristis as 
evidenced by the recent dispersal of the R-725 receivers which were 
R-390A's retrofitted with an LC filter IF in place of the stock 
mechanical filter module. Most of the recent ones came from 
Southwest Research Institute, at least the ones sent out by Lon 
Cottingham, where the receivers were use in direction finding 
experiments. The phase characteristics and passband ripple of the LC 
filters were more in line with what was needed for accurate DF'ing, 
at least that's what I was told by the oldtimer that actually came up 
with the radios....

Drake uses sweeps in its T-4* transmitters (pair of 6JB6) (in the TR-x's 
too, I think) with no problem that I've ever heard of. I consider Drake to 
be rather high quality stuff, just a notch down from Collins and somewhat 
above Halli. 


Sweeps show up in National transceivers, Swan and ... seem to behave

I gotta agree with John and take this one step farther..... 


It seems to me that the use of sweep tubes in amateur equipment was 
contemporaneous with the wholesale conversion to SSB and with finals being 
operated in AB1 rather than class C. Suddenly, it became clear that 
finals needed to be tuned quickly. But why? Was it because the finals 
were wimpy sweep tubes? Or was it because of the AB1 operation that put a 
severe stress on the anodes during a prolonged tuneup? 


I'd submit that the underlying problem was the change in operating class of 
the amplifiers. I'd further submit that, out of ignorance, sweep tubes 
got the blame for what was really an inability or unwillingness on the part 
of amateurs of the era to learn to tune rapidly. 


The 6DQ5 has been a target of blame in recent days. Take a look at its 
specs. Notice something..... it's anode will dissipate more power than 
will the anode of a 6146. Yep. It's true. So, if one of these fails, is 
it because it's a lowly sweep tube? I realy doubt it. I'd be more 
inclined to think it's either an application error (as may have been the 
case in the early HX-5@s) or operator error. In the same situation, a 
6146 would likely fail just as rapidly... maybe sooner. 


So, I am of the opinion, if you can tell by now, that sweep tubes don't 
really deserve the poor reputation they have gotten. Any tube, operated 
in class AB1 and beyond it's dissipation limits during tuneup, is going to 
be overworked and prone to failure.

I recently acquired a Millen type 92200 Transmatch antenna tuner. It is in 
great shape but has a carbon track in one position of the switch (3.5mhz) 
position to the rotor of the switch. The switch is a very heavy duty ceramic 
(5 position Radio Switch). Has anyone ever had any success in removing a 
carbon track on ceramic? 


I have attempted to buff it off but the surface is fairly porus. I have 
considered using an acid in an attempt to dissolve the carbon. Any 
suggestions? I would replace the switch if I could find a source/supplier 
for (Radio Switch). 


Currently I have gotten around the problem by using an unused portion of the 
switch and taping the inductor (coil) for 3.9 mhz. which seems to help the 
loading and thus eliminates the arcing that I experienced when I use the 3.5 
mhz. switch position. 


I am using the transmatch with a Johnson 500 and Globe King 500-C.

My experience with parallel power supplies has not been good. 

Just recently tracked down cause of multiple problems of a printing 
press. There were several remote controllers running on 24vdc. 

The manufacturer had installed three 24v/4.8a supplies in parallel 
to power them. Discovered that one of the supplies would always be 
the "lead" and be drawing the full 4.8a (plus), while the other two 
would loaf along at various loads. Every now and then the heavily- 
loaded supply would shut down, and apparently the other two would 
fight over the load. Result was trash on the power lines and 
corrupting data on the controllers. Possibly if the supplies had 

a voltage-sense circuit, paralleled, the supplies would track in 
voltage/current. I found that only a few millivolts differential 


would allow one supply to hog all the current. The £1ix was to install 
one 24v/12a supply. Good luck.

Sams started about 1946 and bought out Riders about the same time and are 
still publishing today 


> 2) which years do they cover, ie, how far back do they cover and when 
> did they stop? 


They are still being printed for televisions, VCR's, Computers, and lots of 


other categories of electronics. 
> 3) is there an index available of radios covered? (hopefully on the Web) 


Index is usually available free at a distributor. Old copies( even 20 years 
old) is NO problem this obsession.) As far as the Web, I really don't know 
but maybe someone else would know. I like books! 


> 4) Are there any providers of copies today? 


You can get Sams to make copies but they are horribly expensive. Best 
bet is to watch ARC classified for people making copies for around $3 or so. 
(See below for source) 


I have a Sams set, up to #700( which was about 1962) and the 23 Vol Rider 
set. (though hopefully that is sold). Riders started in 1932 and issued the 
23 volumes until 1946 or a little later when they were dissolved by Sams in 
Indianapolis. Riders are virtually all radios with at least the schematic 
and alignment instructions and maybe a parts lists. (If you ever see a set 
in the library, be sure to look at the first pages of Vol 1 and 2 because it 
is a real short course in radio theory and repairing vintage early 30's 
radios). Yet, Riders didn't cover everything ever made in that vintage. 
Sams appeared on the scene about 1946 and covered radios and TV's. My Sams 
collection(1-700) is missing about 1/3 of the TV stuff and it still must be 
contained in almost three 4 drawer file cabinets. Riders carried a lot of 
BA stuff, Hallicrafters, National, Hammarlund, etc from that vintage. Not 
real great documentation but enough to hopefully fix something as they were 
geared to the radio repair shops. Sams covers the simple Halliicrafters, 
Nationals, and some HQ stuff. The only notable exception I can think of is 
the Collins 5133/4 which somehow got covered in Sams in 12 -14 pages. 
Basically, Sams was for the radio/TV repair shops and table top AA5's are 
the significant bulk along with the TV's. Rider indexes are available for 
vol 1-15, 16-22, and 23. There is a lot of --shall we say "interest" in Vol 
23 due to its scarcity . It is my opinion that one doesn't need to worry 
about it if your interest is in fixing things. . A great deal of Riders 23 
is covered in the early Sams for a lot less investment. 


I would also like to mention a tremendous resource book to help find 
the Riders reference when little is known. The Mallory Radio Service 
Encyclopedia (my edition is the 5th circa 1946). It has the manufacturer, 
the model, and of course the controls by Mallory , but then the TUBE LINE 
UP and the Rider manual where the info is located . The beauty of this 
becomes obvious when the label is long gone from a radio and all one has is 
the tube lineup. With this book, its a fairly easy task to back into the 
model number. If ever there was an undiscovered gem of a resource, this has 
to be it. Would you believe I almost threw it away a few years ago before I 
thought to look inside? 


Lastly, I have to plead that no one ask me to make copies. My Sams 
collection is so buried in my back room for occasional use, that its a real 
major effort to get a drawer open.. My Riders set gets used so little and 
takes up so much room that I'm trying to sell the entire set to replace it 
with the CD ROM version out now for something like $300. For copies I use 
(even with my own set I still buy-- its easier for $3) , Joe Forth 
Schematic1@aol.com Most things are $3 ppd. Email him your request and he 
usually responds in a day or so. He has Sams, Riders, Beitman, Supreme, RCA 
redbooks, Crosley, Philco, and who knows what else in his garage. Some 
people have all the luck, lots of room! 


Sorry for the bandwidth, but its hard to contribute much to the vast 
resources of this list with my very limited background with this heavy iron. 
I hope this helps to even the balance of taking and giving.

Many have suggested adding batteries across the supply output to take up 


the slack during transmit peaks. Well I have tried this and I couldn't get 
it to work. I hook up my 2 lead acid batteries across the supply output and 
they quickly charge to the match power supply voltage 28v. 


Everything is ok so far, till I start drawing current from the pair(Pwr 
supply & batteries). Current meter on supply climbs to 80 amps in transmit 
and AC breaker kicks on the supply, then the batteries take over. I 
installed a current meter also in the battery line. This confirmed very 
little current is being drawn from batteries with the supply running. 


Why I asked. Well here's what I think is going on. Normal cell voltage of a 
lead acid battery is 2.2 volts per cell. My pair of batteries contain 12 
cells total. That's 26.4 volts total voltage. The additional 1.6 volts 
across the batteries is "surface charge". It is quickly bled off by a small 
amount of current draw. The power supply has very stiff regulation and does 
not drop at all in voltage. The surface charge is quickly used up, thus 
putting the load back on the power supply. I guess if I could adjust the 
supply to 26 volts or I had a way to add 1 more cell to the battery it might 
work better, but the inverter likes to have 27.5v for proper output. 


One thought that I had was to add a length of wire between the batteries 
and the power supply to provide a "linear" voltage drop. As the current 
drawn approaches 50 amps adjust the length and gauge of the wire to provide 
a voltage drop to say 26 volts or so allowing the batteries to take up some 
of the load. The wire from batteries to inverter would be normal large wire. 


That would destroy voltage regulation, because then I would be adding a 1.5 
to 2 volt drop on full load. But that may equalize the load. When load the 
heavy load is removed supply would rise to 28 volts once again and recharge 
battery. 

Any thoughts on this?

I'm not copying all of the discussion. As I understand it you are 


trying to operate equipment designed for 24 volt battery/generator 
supply, such as found in a WW-II airplane such as an AT-6 "Harvard." 


In such a supply, the battery serves primarily as a "stabilizer" ora 
huge capacitor (farads) in normal operation, but all working current 
is supplied by the generator. Under overload conditions for the 
generator, some current is supplied by the battery, and the voltage 
allowed to fall off. The generator is set up with both voltage and 
current controls. Under normal load, up to its rated output, it 
appears as a constant voltage device. Beyond its rated output, it 
appears as a constant current device. 


Normal voltages at the battery terminals in a 12-cell lead-acid system 
are: 

1. Full charge, no load, 26.4 volts. 

2. Generator operating, trickle charge conditions, 28.8 volts. 

3. Overload conditions, generator full output, battery supplying 
additional current to meet the overload, the voltage depends on the 
installation, and would have been considered as an original design 
parameter. The battery generally should be large enough to keep the 
voltage up to around 24 volts. 


On a bench setup, you need to use supplies that will increase their 
current output up to their limit, then limit their output, as a 
generator setup does. You can tolerate a slope of 2-3 volts in this 
setup. The layout of battery charger supplies approximates this. 
Their transformers are wound with a high internal impedance which 
limits short-circuit current, and maximum voltage is determined by 
open-circuit turns ratio. Duplicating this characteristic with common 
bench supplies is difficult, as they are generally set up as low 
impedance supplies (voltage sources) and do not have any provisions 
for current limiting other than a fuse or breaker to disconnect the 
supply on overload. It is much easier to set up this voltage-current 
"knee" with an AC or DC generator as output is a function of 
excitation (field) current. 


The standard "electronic" method of balancing currents between 
supplies is to add some resistance to the output, giving additional 
voltage slope to the output characteristic. However, the parameters 
for balancing, say, three thirty amp supplies on a current drain of 80 
amps, are a bit difficult to achieve on the bench. Short sections of 
#18 wire (a few feet, probably) might do the trick. It would be much 
easier to set up with the parameters of two 60 amp supplies (using 
maybe #14 wire) on an 80 amp load. 


80 amps at 24 volts is about 2KW, and if I were trying to operate 
equipment that required this kind of input power from AC mains, I'd 
consider alternatives to 24-28 volts.
